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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that Kuhn does not teach a comparison between a compressed destination address identifier, which 
has been obtained by extracting a destination address identifier from the data packet to be forwarded and comparing the extracted 
destination address identifier, with a compressed forwarding addres in the entry of the routing table. 

In response, the examiner respectfully submits: that Kuhn et al teaches a method of forwarding data packets in communications-network 
routers, in particular of forwarding data packets according to the Internet Protocol (IP) in radio-based access networks. Kuhn et al. further 
teaches that on receipt of the second IP packet on the same input link as before, the second router searches for the value pair comprising 
input link and CID1 of the second IP packet in the table and finds the associated value pair comprising output link and CID2, wherein once 
an IP header is compressed and transmitted the router will search and compare the the received compressed header with a matching 
header in the table. 



Applicant argues that there would have been absolutely no reason to combine the teachings of Lau with those of Kuhn. 
In response to applicant's argument that there is no teaching, suggestion, or motivation to combine the references, the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness may be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988), In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992), and KSR International Co. v. Teleflex, Inc., 550 U.S. 398, 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007). In this case, 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to create the invention of Lau et al. to include the 
routing entries as taught by Kuhn et al. in order that "The second router consequently does not have to perform any of the three steps, 
mentioned at the outset, of decompression, of routing and of recompression. Instead, the second router can forward the IP packet 
immediately with the CID2 on the output link. The forwarding consequently takes place only through a search for a table entry that can be 
executed very rapidly and is simple to implement". . 

Applicant argues that the teachings of Lau with respect to compressing the source/destination address table is incompatible with the 
teachings of Kuhn. 

In response: the examiner submits that Lau et al. teaches a fast way of looking up an IP address abd Kuhn et al. teaches a method of 
forwarding data packet which makes the teachings of both references compatible with each other. Kuhn et al. was combined to Lau et al. to 
teach the missing limitation. 
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
